One of the most serious municipal problems is 


•hi- parking problem. The multiplicity of the auto- 
mobiles makes this so serious that city councils, cham- 
bers of commerce and the private citizens are all 
i 


wrestling with it. In the city of Elyria, it is no less;

The professor in politics te not 


m unusual thing in Connecticut. 
C. M. Bakewell, a Yale colleague 
of Professor Bingham, has been 
servingjvitl: distinction as a Sen- 
ator frffm one of the New Haven 
districts, winning his honor in a 
district supposedly strongly Dem- 
ocratic, after running as a Re- 
publican against a Labor leader. 
The combination of Bakewell and 
Bingham was a strong 
one 
at 


Hartford, where the capitol is lo- 
cated. 
Both men were up and 


doing during the legislative ses- 
sion. 
But out of that section, 


while Professor Bingham won the 
nomination for governor, Prof. 
Bakewell failed to carry his party 
primary and is retired temporar- 
ily. 
There has been strorfg talk 


of running him for mayor here, 
though the election is a year dis- 
tant. 


Another professor who has been 


taking an active part in the state's 
affairs is Harry M. Ajers, of Co- 
lumbia University, 
New 
York. 


Sitting as member fbr Westport, 
home of a live colony of writers, 
artists and stage folk, Professor 
Ayers has been a Democrat lead- 
er. He had only a bare minority 
to work w::h in the legislature, 
but he maJ his mark there and 
Democrats have been ready to ele- 
vate him further if he only said 
the word. There was a chance re- 
cently that the state election of 
this fall might see Yale vs. Co- 
lumbia fighting it out at the polls. 


But the Democratic party has just 
failed 
of 
nominating Professor 


Ajers, in the campaign of 1924. 
But such a battle eeems likely to 
take place ni the not distant fu- 
ture, as college teachers are get- 
ting more and more active in pol- 
itics.

comes to naming regular members 
of that governing body. Vance 
McCormick, of Harrisburg, Pa., 
and William Howard Taft, 
of 


Washington, D. C-, 
are

those members of the Corporation 
who have seen political life to a 
great extent.

The door win- 
dows lower flush with the bottom 
of the frame, while those in the 
side of the body lower more than 
half way, giving open car cool- 
ness and ventilation during the 
hot weather period. All windows 
are operated by turn lifters. 


The coach is equipped with the 


new Fisher one-piece, ventilating, 
clear vision windshield, recently 
introduced by the body 'building 
company.
